Auother point to be considered 

is that there is no likelihood of official 

despatches being entrustedto Russian Lands, 

which fs an argument in favour of obtain-- 
ing a quicker British sea-service for. the 
whole of the mails, if possible. Nor must 

the. general reluctance, partly sentimental, 

partly practical, to send British moils bya 
non-British route, after so many years, be 

left out of account. In these days of a 

closor drawing together of Great Britain 

and the colonies, with the prospect in view 

of aconnection of all important parts of 
the Empire by entirely British éable-lines, 
it ie 2 step in the reverse direction to 
transfer the carringe of the British mails to 
alien hands. We cun hardly beliove it likely, 
unless. the -shipping companies concerned 
prove very ambitious indeed in their terms, 
that any British Government of the present 
day is likely to place tho contracts out-of the 
hands of British subjects. Personally. we: 
think that most Britons in the Far East 
would be glad to see the maila- carried by 
their countrymen on condition that the 
favoured companies. honestly determine. to 
do away ‘with: antiquated: methods and 
unnecessary delaye.

Frofessor Ridgeway says he deduced from 
various sources the opinion “that the Arubs never 
ovmed a horse until they had become mastorn of 
North Africa, aud tho Barbary horses, from 
whom are sprung our own raising stock through 
Lord Godolphin's Barb, “North Africa, there- 
fore, and not Arabis, or any other part of Asin, 
is the original home of the thoroughbred. Now, 
though the pedigroo of the cart-horse type can 
bo trecod to the oconrse, thick-ast lite 
horas’ of Enrope and Asis, the wild 
ancestor of the Barb is yet to seok, for 
Africa bas no wild horse, such as ‘Tarpan: or 
Prezevolsby's, though sho has an asa and four 
obras, including the quaggs, now extinct. 
Can the Barb be sprung wholly or in part 
from a zebra’? Arab fenls at birth constantly 
have zebra markings, somotimes retained when 
full-grown, os by Professor Swart's Arab 
filly Fatima, Strabo, too, notices. that the 
horaes of the Libyan Gsrabantes have longer 


hoofs than ony other horecs, Professor].
